Yet  not  in  this  in- 
stance is  it  true  th;i4iuiture  unadorned  is  most  adorned,  foi' 
human  skill  and  ingenuity  have  been  exercised  to  enhance  the 
beauty  of  the  place  with  the  best  possible  success,  i'^roni 
tlie  road,  as  one  descends  the  nii»untain,  the  dell  in  which  tlu'

strnctnres  have  been  reared  appears  to  be  hardly  any  larger 
than  tiie  palm  of  the  hand,  and,  contrasted  with  the  great 
face  of  the  r;nig('  which  locks  the  valley  in  close  end)race, 
the  simile  is  relatively  sustained.  The  volume  and  un- 
ceasing supi>ly  of  water  at  these  springs  are  reniarkal)le. 
The  discharge  is  from  no  less  than  live  principal  sources, 
besides  numerous  tributary  ones,  and  is  upward  of  two 
thousand  gallons  per  minute.  It  is  clear  and  crystalline, 
tasteless,  and  of  a  uniform  and  invariable  temperature  of 
74°  Falirenheit.  Its  medicinal  properties  are  of  snch  a 
high  and  une(iuivocal  standard  that  the  State  went  to  a 
large  expense  in  fitting  up  bath-houses  and  providing  them 
with  every  known  appurtenance  for  securing  the  greatest 
benetit  from  their  use.  Any  form  of  bath  may  be  taken  as 
best  suits  the  l;)atliei-.  There  ;ire  stone  swimming-pools  of 
large  dimensions  bolli  for  ladies  and  gentlemen,  the  supply 
being  so  vast  tliat  virtually  each  person  has  fresh  water, 
a,nd  always  at  a  normal  temperature.  There  are  also  a 
dozen  or  more  private  l>aths,  ten  feet  by  four  and  live  feet 
deep,  for  gentlemen;  and  as  many  are  furnished  for  the  use 
of  ladies.  Tlie  component  parts  of  the  water  from  the 
main  springs  are  carbonate  of  lime,  crenate,  iron,  chloride 
of  sodium,  calcium,  sulphate  of  magnesia  and  silicate  of 
lime.  There  are  also  springs  largely  impregnated  with 
sulphur,  offering  a  tine  tonic  f<n"  drinking  or  for  b:ithing. 
Tlie  accommodations  are  upon  :in  extensive  scale,  and  at  the 
height  of  the  season  Berkeley  is  a  very  animated  and  bril- 
li;uit  resort.  Kails  ;ire  given  nightlv.  a,nd  th(»  social  attrac- 
tions are  all  that  the  most  fastidious  could  wish.  The  air 
during  the  hottest  summer  weather  is  pnre  and  salubrious, 
the  temperature  rarely,  if  ever,  reaching  high  figures,  and 
the  nights  are  ever  such  as  to  require  blankets  to  render 
sleep  agreealjle.  During  the  proper  season  the  hunting  about 
Berkeley  is  tine;  deer,  wild  turkey,  pheasant,  ])artridge,  and 
other  game  abounding.  Fishermen  have  the  mountain 
streams  near  by  where  they  can  tempt  trout  with  fly,  and  a 
distance  of  two  miles  1)rings  theni  to  the  Potomac,  than 
which  for  black  bass  fishing  there  are  no  better  waters  on 
the  continent.

Any  one  in  .seaivli  uf  ;i  ivallv  iiicdiciiial  mineral  water 
and  l)atli.s  of  any  temperature,  a  most  charming  ami  attrac- 
tive summer  resort,  at  very  moderate  rates  of*  chai'^e.  will 
liml  it  at  ("apon  Spi-ings.  liesides  the  Capon  fountain,  there 
are  here  two  as  tine  iron  springs  as  there  are  on  the  globe. 
Also  an  excellent  white  sulphur  si)ring  in  the  neighorhood. 
These  springs  gush  forth  in  hold  streams  from  a  goi'ge 
in  Xortli  Monntain,  and  are  surronnded  by  pictures<pie 
scenery,  presenting  on  everv  hand  varied  and  striking  views. 
Aside  from  the  known  medicinal  value  of  the  waters,  there 
is  a  cool,  dry  and  most  salubrious  clinuite.  The  ordinary 
range  of  the  mercury  throughout  the  day,  in  the  summer 
months,  is  lietween  (10  and  7'")  de- 
i>ues,  contrasting  delightfully  with 
tliL  hot  air  of  the  cities  ajul  low- 
inds:  in  fact,  there  is  a  charm 
about  the  air  of  this  region  that 
none  can  fail  to  a})preciate  and 
Ln]ov.  'I'he  attractive  walks  and 
ambles,  amounting  in  the  aggregate 
to  several  miles  in  extent,  cannot 
tail  to  add  to  the  enjoyment  of  the 
quests.  One  can  hardly  imagine 
anvthing  more  delightful  to  the 
lowlandei'  or  the  denizen  of  cities 
thin  a  clind)  to  the  heights  of  the 
\  bite  clift's  above   the  s])ring,  or  a 
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i'ainl)le  down  Brent's  leafy  aveiine,  or  a  stroll  to  Point 
Lookout,  or  along  the  ert'st  of  Ward's  Kidgv.  or  a  horseback 
ascent  to  Eagles'  liock,  on  tlic  sunimit  of  the  great  North 
]Vionntain. 

From  some  of  these  (he  view  is  limited  to  the  little  vale 
at  your  feet,  eud)()S()miug  the  mountain  housi'  and  its  sur- 
roundings, or  to  the  winding  valley  of  Cacapon  river  bevond. 
From  others  the  scope  of  vision  reacdies  westAvard  to  the 
Alleghanies,  and  end)races  scenes  of  wild  and  vai'ied  beautv.

The 
view  from  this  point  is  bounded  only  bv  the  Hlue  I\idge  on 
the  east  and  the  countless  spurs  and  ranges  of  the  Allegha- 
nies  on  the  west,  and  thus  includes  within  its  scope  a  coi//) 
(/'(I'll  of  almost  the  entire  breadth  of  the  great  Ajipalaehian 
(diain. 

On  (doser  ins])ectioii,  the  beholder  looks  tlown  into  the 
far-famed  valley  of  the  Shenandoah,  the  "(ireat  \  alley  of 
\'irginia,"  as  designated  in  geogra})hy.  And  if  the  day  be 
pro])itious  and  the  atmosphere  transparent,  he  will  descry 
Winchester  to  the  northeast,  Kearnstown  and  Strasburg 
and  other  villages  of  the  \'alley  before  him,  and  oif  to  the 
southwest;  and  then  tui'iiing  his  gaze  to  the  setting  sun,  he 
will  Ixdiold  the  vast  expanse  of  mountain  and  valley  and 
pi'imeval  foivst  bathed  in  floods  of  violet  and  ])urple  light, 
through  wliicdi  the  wavy  outline  of  the  earth  is  dimly 
drawn  against  the  evening  skv.

It  comprises  a 
series  of  diversilied  exercises  in  popular  lectures  and  con- 
certs. l)rilliant  stereti})ti(()n  exhihitions,  organ  recitals, 
Athenian  watch-fires,  *.\:c.  The  CluuUauipia  Assemlily  also 
implies  a  well-graded  system  of  education,  leading  up 
from  its  "  7'rt/c/irrs'  I!rfn-(if  and  ''  SrlidoJ  of  Languages^'' 
to  the  ('.  L.  S.  C.  (Chautauipia  Literary  and  Scientific 
Circle)  and  (_'h'tiif((iiq}ii(  ('/lii'crsifi/.  The  "  Toacliers.'  Rc- 
frvat"  is  a  three-weeks'  meeting,  held  every  summer,  at 
wliich  lectures  are  given  and  scientilic  sul)jects  discussed 
1)V  able  specialists,  while  the  Srhool  of  Lungnagcs  is  a  sum- 
mer school  of  six  weeks,  designed  to  illustrate  the  best 
method  of  teaching  languages.  '^I'he  ('.  L.  S.  ('.  is  an 
association  for  social  and  intellectual  improvement,  Avith  a 
four  vears"  course  of  reading  in  history,  literature,  science 
and  art.  so  judiciously  arranged  as  to  embrace  the  prin- 
cipal subjects  of  a  college  curriculu)n.  Cliaufditqua  Uiiirt  r- 
sifg  is  a  ])rovision  for  non-resident  students  who  desire  to 
take  a  thorough  university  education  while  at  home  and 
engaged  in  business,  and  who  are  able  to  devote  two  or 
more  hours  daily  to  earnest  study.  But  the  reader  must  not 
lie  impressed  with  the  idea  that  life  at  tliis  beautiful  lake 
is  all  study,  nor  inust  he  expect  to  meet  with  serious-faced, 
deep-lu'own-study-  Miuutenaiiced  people  only.  While  Point 
Chautau(|na  and  ('hautau(|ua  are  preferred  by  the  more 
serious,  La/ic/rfiof/.  a  few  miles  distant,  is  more  congenial 
to  the  lover  of  harmless  gaiety.  The  stranger  will  enjoy 
the  shady  drive  from  Jamestown  to  JMayville,  and  he  will 
miss  a  lieautiful  sight  should  he  omit  to  take  the  trip  by 
steamer  from  Jamestown  through   77/t'  X/irroH's.

The  CraAvford  House  stands  upon  the  site  of  the  ohl 
Notch  House,  one  of  the  earliest  inns  erected  in  the  White 
Mountains.  It  is  situated  on  a  phiteau  2,000  feet  above 
the  sea,  and  commands  a  inagniticent  view  of  Mt.  Wash- 
ington (6,293  feet),  and  Mt.  Monroe  (5,349  feet).  The 
bridle-path  hence  up  Mt.  Washington  passes  over  Mounts 
Pleasant,  Monroe,  Franklin  and  Clinton,  and  is  said  to 
afford  finer  views  than  any  other  route. 

Within  easy  reach  of  the  Crawford  House  are  the  Notch,

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LAKE  CHAMPLAIN. 

Lake  Chcuujilaiii  is  a  })ietiires((iie  sheet  of  water  lying  be- 
tween the  States  of  New  York  and  N^erniont,  and  e.xtends 
for  a  short  distance  into  Canada.  It  is  abont  one  hundred 
and  thirty  miles  in  length  and  varies  in  breadth  from  half  a 
mile  to  iifteen  miles.  This  lake  iilling  a  valley  inclosed 
by  lofty  mountains,  is  celebrated  for  its  magniticent  scenery, 
embracing  the  Green  Mountains  of  X'ermont  on  the  east  and 
the  Adirondack  Mountains  of  New  York  on  the  west.  Its 
waters  in  some  i)laces  are  three  hundred  feet  deep  aiid 
abound  with  many  varieties  of  tish.     Not  only  are  the  shores 
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of  Lake  Chaniphiiii  attractive  in  themselves,  but  tliey  con- 
tain many  placesof  celebrity  and  historic  interest.  At  the 
confluence  of  the  outlet  of  Lake  George  with  Lake  Chain- 
plain,  the  ruins  of  old  Fort  Ticonderoga  loom  up  upon  a 
high  rocky  bluff.  The  remains  of  the  fortress  of  Crown 
Point  are  still  visible.  The  localities  where  liurguyne  held 
his  council  with  the  Indian  tribes,  and  where  Arnold  and 
Carlton  fought,  are  pointed  out  to  the  tourist.  The  naval 
battle  in  which  Co^nmodore  Macdouough  gained  his  signal 
victory  over  General  Macomb  and  the  British  flotilla  was 
fought  off  Plattsburgh.  and  nuuiy  other  points  of  nearly 
ecjual  interest  are  within  easy  reach.  Vermont's  most  beau- 
tiful city,  Burlington,  is  located  upon  the  eastern  shore  of 
the  lake. 

The  Adirondacks,  Au  Saljle  Chasm,  and  other  famous 
points  full  of  interest  to  tourists  are  reached  with  facilitv 
from  Port  Kent  on  the  western  shore.

scene. 

Many  magniticent  hotels,  superior  Ijoarding-houses  and 
summer  homes  are  to  be  seen  on  every  island  and  along 
the  borders  of  the  lake.  Custom  long  since  made  it  a  con- 
dition binding  upon  those  who  visited  Saratoga  to  spend 
some  part  of  the  season  at  Lake  George,  and  hence  it  is 
that  one  in  his  rambles  aljout  Lake  George  meets  so  many 
faces  that  \\ere  fiiniiliar  to  him  in  Saratoga.  Until  within 
a  year  or  two  past  the  journey  Ijetween  Saratoga  and  Lake 
George  was  accomplished  partly  by  rail  and  partly  by  stage- 
coach or  carriage;  but  this  has  been  superseded  by  the 
more  advanced,  civilized  and  comfortable  method  of  travel 
by  rail,  for  the  iron  bands  of  the  Delaware  &  Hudson  Canal 
Co.  K.  I\.  now  cement  and  unite  in  a  closer  union  these 
twin  sisters  of  revolutionary  renown.  A  sail  over  the  lake 
between  Caldwell  and  Baldwin  is  one  of  the  most  delight- 
ful episodes  of  a  trip  to  Lake  George,  in  contrast 
Avith  which  there  is  nothing  more  replete  with  charming 
reminiscences.

Xestling  among  the  f<jot-liills  of  these 
mountain  ranges,  midAvtiy  l)et\veen  okl  (ireyh)ck  and  ]\[oiint 
Washington,  ;tnd  divided  liy  tlie  swiftly-llowing  Ilousatonie, 
Lee  has  enough  ])eanty  to  satisfy  the  desires  (^f  its  chiklren. 
Many  portions  of  Lee  are  exceedingly  beantifnl ;  indeed, 
the  wliole  western  jjortions  of  Lee  are  very  lieantifiil,  ;ind 
much  tlie  same  as  8tockbridge  <ind  Lenox.  On  the  east  of 
the  vilhige,  and  in  cdose  proxindty  to  it,  rises  the  rocky 
ennnenee  called  ••Fern  Cliff,"  the  summit  of  which  is 
crowned  with  a  heautiful  grove  of  hemlocks.  This  is  the 
trysting-])lace  of  the  villagers,  and  no  spot  could  l)e  more 
charnung  foi'  a  pic-iiic  and  wtilks  hy  daylight  ;ind  mooii- 
lio-ht. 
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One  of  the  most  cliarming  features  in  the  scenery  of  Lee 
is  ■■''  Laurel  Lake,"  a  beautiful  sheet  of  water  situated  in 
the  northeastern  part  of  the  town.  The  outline  of  this 
lakelet  is  marked  by  hays  and  capes,  and  its  shores  here 
and  there  beautiful  with  groves  of  pine,  hemlock  and 
nia})le.

One  of  the  most  fashionaltle  resorts  in  XeAV  England,  is 
located  on  hill-side  and  on  hill-to}),  where  })ure  air  al)ounds, 
and  overlooks  the  villages,  farms  and  homes  to  the  south- 
ward as  far  as  the  eye  can  reach.  Stockbridge  Bowl  lies 
near  at  hand,  with  other  miniature  lakelets  not  far  awtiy. 
Wooded  hills,  cultivated  tields,  and  villages  without  num- 
her  dot  the  landscapes  between  Lenox  and  the  Dome  of  the 
Taa'hkanics,  which  shut  out  the  world  from  between  here 
and  the  great  beyond.

The  old  town 
has  been  completely  metamorphosed  Avithin  the  last  qnarter 
of  a  century,  and  palaces  stand  now  where  })lain  farm 
houses  once  had  place. 

Elegant  equipages  dash  up  and  down  the  village  streets, 
and  out  upon  the  hill-sides;  clul)-houses  for  both  sexes  are 
well  main  tained. 
and  the  gayest  of  the 
gav,  in  its  own  way, 
is  Lenox  during  the 
summer  months. 
The  drives  and 
walks  in  and  around 
Lenox  are  incom- 
])arably  lovely.  To 
characterize  the  yv- 
culiar  charms  of 
each  one  would  take 
many  ])ages.  Which- 
ever way  one  turns, 
the  variety  will  be 
found  inexhaustil)le 
and  the  beauty  ex- 
quisite. The  favor- 
ite game  among  the 
young  people  is  ten- 
nis, which  is  played 
at  many  private  courts  and  at  the  courts  of  the  Lenox  Club. 
Archery  is  indulged  in  to  some  extent.  The  appearance  of 
Lenox  village  is  that  of  the  most  exacting  neatness  and 
Ijeauty.  Not  a  blemish  otfends  the  eye.  Tasteful  homes, 
smooth  lawns,  flowers,  graceful  trees,  the  coming  and  going 
of  handsome  equipages,  and  many  liarnKinizing  accessories, 
please  the  sight  constantly. 

The  season  in  Lenox  used  to  end  the  lirst  week  in  Sej)- 
teml)er.     Now  the  height  of  the  season  is  in  (.)ctol)er,  and 
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many  people  remain  till  November  or  December.  The 
season  is  a  very  long  one  in  Lenox,  beginning  in  the  early 
summer,  and  making  a  round  of  summer,  autumn  and  })art 
of  winter.  That  Lenox  is  really  what  its  admirers  elaim 
for  it  is  })roved  bv  the  faet  that  people  who  eonie  here  have 
most  of  them  done  extensive  traveling  where  the  linest 
scenery  in  the  world  is  found,  and  that  they  are  people  of 
taste  and  culture,  whose  opinion  is  law.

LONG    BRANCH,   N.  J. 

Long  Branch  is  the  snnniier  capital  of  fashion  on  the 
New  Jersey  coast.  Its  proximity  to  New  York,  tlie  intrinsic 
merits  of  tlie  phice,  and  the  prestige  it  has  won  thi'ongli 
years  of  recognition  as  the  resort  most  favored  by  tlic  rc])- 
resentatives  of  wealth  and  fashion,  has  placed  it   in   the 
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front  r;iiilv  of  American  watering-places.  The  summer 
town  is  built  upon  a  commanding  bluff,  overlooking  tlie 
broad  Atlantic;  Ocean  avenue,  the  principal  boulevard,  ex- 
tends for  miles  along  its  crest,  with  only  a  narrow  strip  of 
green  lawn  and  an  occasional  pavilion  between  it  and  the 
sea.  The  large  hotels  are  built  fronting  on  this  great  ave- 
nue, and  the  picture  formed  by  passing  equipages  and  richly 
dressed  peo})k'  in  the  foreground,  with  the  blue  expanse  of 
ocean,  flecked  with  white  sails  or  dotted  with  the  black 
speck  of  a  passing  steamer,  spreading  out  to  the  horizon,  is 
exceedingly  fascinating.  Landward  the  i)rospect  is  also 
pleasing,  as  the  luxuriant  growth  of  vegetation  and  the 
profusion  of  great  trees  give  a  pastoral  aspect  not  usually 
fouiul  on  the  very  strand  of  the  sea.  Palatial  hotels  and 
princely  villas  greet  the  eye  on  every  hand.  Both  the  ocean 
drives  and  the  inland  roads  are  so  good  that  driving  and 
horse-back  riding  are  universally  indulged  in. 

Pleasant  neighbors  surround  Long  Branch.  To  the  south, 
Elberon,  Deal  Beach,  Ocean  Beach  and  Ocean  Grove;  to 
the  north,  North  Long  Branch,  Monmouth  Beach,  Sea 
Bright  and  the  Xavesink  Highlands,  with  a  pretty  chain  of 
villas  connecting  them,  form  a  succession  of  delightful  re- 
sorts unsurpassed  in  attractiveness  in  the  country.  Untold 
wealth  has  been  lavished  in  the  construction  of  handsome 
villas  and  the  embellishment  of  the  grounds  surrounding 
them,  and  it  has  made  the  barren  sands  of  this  strip  of 
coast  blossom  like  the  rose. 

The  bathing  at  Long  Branch  is  famous.  Monmouth 
Park  race  course,  one  of  the  largest  and  best  appointed  in 
the  land,  is  an  exciting  source  of  diversi(ni  to  lovers  of 
sport.

LURAY    CAVERNS. 

The  Ciiveriip  of  Lnray  are  admitted  by  all  wiio  have  vis- 
ited them  to  he  the  nicst  wonderful  examples  of  nature's 
liandiwork  ever  discovered.  Experienced  travelers,  scien- 
titic  explorers,  geologists  and  men  learned  in  the  philosophy 
of  nature,  with  one  accord  yield  their  unqualified  admira- 
tion, and  l)ear  cheerful  testimony  to  the  supreme  grandeur 
of  these  curious  formations.  Luray  Cave  is  remarkable  for 
its  forms  of  stalagmites  and  stalactites,  the  latter  being  of 
great  delicacy  of  shape  and  uni(|ue  l)eyond  all  comparison. 
^Mammoth    Cave   mav  be   hiruvr.  but   its   attractions  1)V  no 
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means  compare  with  those  of  Luray,  and  while  one  may 
become  satiated  with  the  unearthly  at  the  former  in  a  day, 
it  is  no  uncommon  tliinu"  for  tourists  to  remain  at  the  latter, 
for  daily  visits  to  the  cave,  for  a  Aveek  or  more.  The  intro- 
duction of  the  electric  light  within  the  caverns  has  been 
productive  of  wonderful  results,  presenting  spectacles  and 
effects  which  only  the  inspired  hand  of  a  Dore  could  repro- 
duce. Descending  the  stone  steps  of  the  cave  the  visitor 
reaches  the  entrance  hall,  or  vestibule,  of  this  underground 
]ialaeo.     :\  thrill  (if  awe  i>  tlic  first  sensation,  as  one  finds 

himself  immersed 
in  gloom  and  sur- 
rounded by  gro- 
tesque shapes, 
which  an  excited 
fancy  clothes 
with  ghostly  ap- 
pearances. This 
feeling,  however, 
gives  place  at 
once  to  emotions 
of  wonder  and 
amazement,  Tlie 
entrance  hall  is  a 
large  compart- 
ment, supported 
by  fluted  col- 
unnis,  and  adorn- 
ed with  snowy 
drapery  and  glit- 
tering stalactites. 
From  this  section 
avenues  radiate  to 
other  portions  of 
the  cave.  One 
leads  to  the  Veg- 
etable   Garden,

ants  assume  the  perfect  form  of  vegetables;  tlieii  through 
lesser  rooms  the  way  leads  to  the  Fish  Market,  where  the  wall 
is  hung  with  rows  of  hsh,  so  natural  in  their  likeness  that  the 
beholder  is  startled  into  a  belief  in  their  real  existence.  A 
succession  of  chambers,  each  named  from  some  striking 
resemblance  to  well-known  objects,  and  each  filled  with 
the  curious  creations  of  a  subterranean  world,  are  con- 
nected by  passages  which  appear  to  have  been  carved  by 
some  giant  hand ;  grottoes,  adorned  with  the  richest  orna- 
mentation; cascades  of  sparkling  brilliancy;  and  forms 
and  figures  of  infinite  shape  and  variety  inspire  emotions 
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of  wonder,  which  grow  with  each  new  revelation.  The 
Crystal  Lake,  Avith  its  flood  of  pellucid  water ;  the  Cathe- 
dral, with  its  silent  organ,  near  which  the  Ein])r&s 
Column  raises  its  head  to  the  dome;  the  Bridal  Chamljer, 
with  its  alabaster  figures  in  trailing  drapery;  the  (liant's 
Hall,  with  its  glittering  arches  and  rows  of  mighty  colunnis  ; 
the  E^fin  Famhle,  a  wide  plateau  resemhling  a  play-ground 
for  the  princesses  of  this  fairy  realm;  Pluto's  Cliasm,  willi 
its  spectre  clothed  in  crystalline  draperies;  Ilovey's  Hall, 
adorned  with  statuary;  Hades,  a  dark  abyss  of  im})ene- 
trahle  depth  ;  the  Ball-room,  with  its  gorgeous  f  uruishing — 
form  but  a  small  portion  of  wonders  to  be  seen.  Others 
there  are  equally  Avorthy ;  but  a  detailed  description  is 
absolutely  impossil)le  in  so  sliort  a  sketch — they  must  be 
seen  and  studied  to  l)e  a2)}irecia.ted.  Nature  has  fasli- 
ioned  its  wonders  in  her  own  inscrutable  Avay.  Man  hns 
done  nothing  except  smooth  the  way  for  the  (.'.\})l(U'er, 
and  dispel  the  primal  gloom  by  the  power  of  electricity. 
The  exploration  can  be  made  without  serious  difficulty,  as 
there  are  fcAV  obstructions  to  impede  the  i)rogress  of  the 
visitor,  and  these  few  are  easily  overcome  l)y  the  most  timid 
adventurer. 

Not  by  any  means  the  least  attractive  feature  of  Luray 
is  the  handsome  Luray  Lin,  one  of  the  prettiest  and  best- 
appointed  hotels  in  the  country.

MONTREAL. 


Montreal,  "The  Queen  of  tlie  St.  Lawrence,"'  ranks 
among  the  most  heautifnl  cities  of  tlie  continent.  It  is 
built  on  an  island  of  the  same  name,  at  the  confluence  of 
the  Ottawa  and  8t.  Lawrence  Rivers,  which,  from  its  fer- 
tility, has  been  calleil  the  Garden  of  Canada.  The  8t. 
Lawrence  is  one  and  a  half  miles  wide  at  this  point,  and 
the  entire  river  front  is  lined  with  lofty  and  massive  walls, 
quays  and  terraces  of  gray  limestone.  The  principal 
buildings  are  of  the  same  material,  which  is  of  a  delicate 
neutral  tint,  very  pleasing  to  the  eye.  Architecturally, 
many  of  these  are  very  fine,  the  Cathedral  of  Xoti'e  Dame 
es})ecially,  being  of  great  size  and  elegant  design,  is  well 
worth  a  visit.  The  view  from  one  of  the  towers,  in  which 
hangs  the  great  bell,  is  very  extensive  and  interesting. 
Other  places  of  note  are:  The  Jesuit  College,  McCill  Col- 
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lege,  the  Post-office,  New  Court-liunse,  ])unk  of  ]\I<intreal, 
Bank  of  British  North  America,  Chain])  de  Mari^,  and  Bon 
Pasteur  Nunnery.

On  the  sumiDit  of  the  Alleghanies,  between  Deer  Park 
and  Oakhmd,  is  a  sninnier  resort  entering  npon  its  eiglitli 
snccessf nl  season.  Here  one  may  reside  with  his  family  in 
])erfect  secnritv,  free  from  many  objectionable  associations 
such  as  are  found  in  the  ordinary  fashionable  establish- 
ments. Here  is  a  summer  city,  protected  from  grave  moral 
perils;  a  summer  home,  in  the  most  salulu'ious  of  climates; 
a  summer  school,  with  competent  instructors;  a  summer 
lyceum,  with  able  lecturers ;  a  summer  resort,  amid  sujierb 
scenery;  a  public  auditorium,  where  philanthropic,  benev- 
olent and  religious  subjects  are  presented,  and  where  con- 
certs and  scenic  representations  are  produced. 

Here  also  is  freedom  from  the  annoyances  of  hay  fever, 
malaria  and  licjuors.  Moscjuitoes,  rarely  known,  are  feeble 
and  degenerate  representatives  of  the  race  that  swarms  the 
seaside  resorts.

Thousands  of  people  visited  ^Mountain  Lake  Park  last 
year,  and  were  delighted  with  its  advantages.  About  one 
hundred  cottages  are  built  and  occuitied  for  the  greater 
part  by  their  owners,  A  few  cottages  are  for  rent.  A  lirst- 
class  hotel   (The  Mountain    T^ake   Park  Hotel)  is  open  all 
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the  season  for  those  who  do  not  wish  to  keep  house.  Other 
excellent  hotels  and  boarding-houses  accommodate  guests. 
These  buildings  are  not  massed  togetlier  in  a  narrow  enclos- 
ure, but  are  scattered  over  a  hundred  acres,  among  beautiful 
oak  groves.  Each  person  may  have  almost  absolute  retire- 
ment or  genial  and  I'efmed  company. 

Here  also  is  a  branch  of  the  great  popular  university, 
the  (Ihautauqua  Literary  and  Scientific  C'ii'cle.  Here  are 
schools  for  drawing  and  painting,  of  oratory  and  elocution, 
and  of  amateur  phot()gra})hy,  with  a  skillful  instructor,  and 
facilities  for  developing  negatives  and  printing  pictures.

The  fresh,  pure  ;iir  of  this  elevated  region, 
w  ith  its  pictures([ue  surroundings  of  lakes  and  forest,  can- 
not fail  to  invigorate  e.xliausted  physictil  nature.  The 
ix'culiar  softness  of  the  limpid  water  and  the  resinous  odor 
of  the  pine  forests  are  potent  health-creating  agencies.  Tlie 
lovers  of  the  water  find  sheltered  lakes  teeming  with  fish  ; 
while  drives  :ind  ramhles  or  more  pretentious  excursions 
by  steamer  aflford  the  strongest  weapons  against  ennui. 
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The  Miiskoka  region,  of  which  this  sketch  treats,  com- 
prises the  three  lakes,  Mnskoka,  Rosseau  and  .Joseph.

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NARRAGANSETT    PIER. 

Tliis  well-known  seat'oast  ri'sort  is  located  on  the  eastern 
]»order  of  the  town  of  Sonth  Kingstown  on  the  mainland, 
jnst  below  the  entrance  to  JS'arragansett  Bay,  facing  the 
broad  Atlantic.  It  is  but  a  few  years  since  it  was  canijiara- 
tively  unknown  to  the  pu])lic.  but  of  late  it  has  grown 
rapidly  in  popular  favor.  From  being  a  ([uiet,  unol)served 
locality,  surrounded  by  a  farming  district,  it  has  (juickly 
grown  to  be  one  of  the  most  highly-favored  summer  resorts 
in  the  State, 

This  was  the  old  ''  Xarragansett  Country,"  rich  in  Indian 
lore  and  the  records  of  the  romantic  life  of  the  early  Eng- 
lish settlers. 

Attracted,  perhaps,  in  part  by  these,  together  with  cer- 
tain natural  features  of  the  place,  and,  above  all,  l)y  tlie 
beautiful  beach  washed  by  the  open  sea,  a  certain  few 
families  of  wealth  and  refinement  came  hitber  a  few  years 
since  to  spend  the  summer  montbs.  The  following  season 
they  returned  and  others  came  with  them,  and  from  this 
time  on  Narragansett  Pier  became  rapidly  and  widely  known. 
At  first  one  or  two  hotels  were  built,  Avliich  were  soon  filled 
to  overflowings  and  two  or  three  years  later  some  twelve  or 
fifteen  hotels,  large  and  commodious,  had  been  constructed, 
and  all  fully  occu])iecl  by  peo})le  gathered  from  all  i)arts  of 
the  country.  In  addition  to  the  hotels  there  are  now  many 
fine  cottages,  and  many  of  these  are  occupied  by  perma- 
nent residents,  constituting  a  pretty  village. 

The  bathing  facilities  here  are  of  the  very  best  to  be 
found  anywhere.     The  beach  stretches  away  for  a  mile  or 
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more  in  a  graceful  curve,  is  perfectly  smooth  aiul  even,  and 
lias  the  great  advantage  of  the  unobstructed  Inllows  sweep- 
ing in  majestically  from  the  open  sea. 

The  northern  portion  of  this  beach  is  sadly  associated 
with  several  shipwrecks.  The  United  States  Government 
now  maintains  near  the  ])ier  a  life-station  well  equi})ped  for 
its  merciful  work.

sky,  and  a  fascination  in  the  sea  and  its  blue  waters  studded 
with  gem-like  isles.  Its  natural  advantages  alone  would 
stamp  it  as  a  charming  spot,  yet  the  magic  wand  of  wealth 
has  touched  and  beautified  its  shores  with  })rincely  villas, 
smiling  gardens  and  lovely  landscapes. 

The  city  is  laid  out  with  great  taste.  The  l)road  ave- 
nues, bordered  with  the  grounds  surrounding  the  sunnner 
habitations  of  moneyed  princes,  ])resent  a  magnificent  ap- 
pearance when  crowded  Avith  the  gorgeous  e(|uipages  and 
richly-dressed  men  and  women  who  worship  the  goddess 
Fashion  at  this  shrine.  The  walks  and  drive  on  the  bluff 
overlooking  the  sea  and  bay  have  a  charm  that  never  fails 
to  win  the  admiration  of  all  who  have  gazed  u])on  the  view, 
and  the  picturesque  bits  of  scenery  on  land  and  coast,  with 
which  the  region  abounds,  would  satisfy  the  demands  of 
the  most  artistic  imagination.  It  is  a  delightful  place,  and 
deserves  to  be  visited  by  every  lover  of  beauty  as  well  as  every 
student  of  social  cSiiditions.

Tlie  association  was  author- 
ized to  make  its  own  hiws.  and  these  liave  been  framed  so 
as  to  secure,  for  all  time,  the  purposes  in  view  when  the 
work  began.  No  intoxicating  liipiors  are  allowed  on  the 
grounds.  Boating,  bathing  and  driving  are  i)rohil)ited  on 
Sunday,  and  all  behavior  unbecoming  such  a  ])lace  is 
quickly  suppressed.  These  regulations,  suiting  the  religious 
ideas  of  a  large  number  of  people,  liave  made  tlie  place  ex- 
tremely })opular  with  certain  cl.isses,  who  now  visit  it  to  the 
number  of  more  than  500,000  every  year.  The  fi)reignei\ 
who  wishes  to  see  one  of  tlie  most  curious  developments  of 
American  civilization,  should  not  fail  to  visit  Ocean  (irove.

PROFILE   HOUSE,  N.  H. 

The  Profile  Honse  is  the  central  point  of  the  Franconia 
Mountains,  a  range  scarcely  less  grand  than  the  AVliitc 
Mountains,  and  separated  from  them  by  the  Twin  Mountain 
and  Field  Willing  ranges.  The  view  from  Mt.  Lafayette 
shows  Katahdin  (in  Maine)  and  the  White  Mountains  to 
the  northeast,  the  lovely  Pemigewasset  Valley  to  tlie  south, 
and  the  Green  Mountains  of  Vermont  to  the  west.     In  ad- 
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dition  to  iiimniiei'rtble  beauties  in  the  sliajte  of  trii)ping 
cascades  and  }»lacid  lakes,  the  Franconia  region  })0sseses 
two  great  natural  curiosities,  either  one  of  which  would 
make  any  other  region  famous.  Profile  Mountain  forms 
the  south  side  of  Franeonia  Notch,  and  rises  two  thousand 
feet  above  the  Pemigewasset  River  at  its  base.  .  Fight  hun- 
dred feet  below  its  summit  is  to  l)e  seen  the  Profile,  or  Old 
Man  of  the  Mountain,  formed  by  tlu'  groui)iug  of  three 
distinct  masses  of  rock.

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and  leave  only  when  it  becomes  so  cool  as  to  require  the  use 
of  double  blankets  at  night.  For  health  and  rest  it  would 
be  difficult  to  name  a  more  advantageous  locality.  Tiie 
main  springs  consist  of  alum,  but  there  are  also  chaly])eate, 
sul})hur,  iron,  and  arsenic;  and  invalids  seeking  the  health- 
restoring  qualities  of  nature's  own  remedies  may  consult 
their  physician  as  to  whether  or  not  waters  of  this  character 
are  best  adapted  for  their  cases.  No  trouble  can  l)e  experi- 
enced by  any  one  in  securing  the  pamphlets  of  the  different 
resorts,  which  not  only  specify  the  varieties  of  springs,  but 
also  give  rates  for  accommodation  and  other  essential  details.

STOCKBRIDGE,    BERKSHIRE  HILLS    MASS. 

This  vilhig'e  has  a  reputalion  as  a  summer  resort  whieli 
attracts  to  its  well-kept  hotels — the  principal  hostelry,  the 
Stockhridgv  House,  htiving  the  well-earned  n'jjiitation  of 
being-  one  of  the  best  hotels  in  the  country — its  cottages 
and  fine  homes,  hosts  of  admiring  gnests,  whose  nnmbers 
increase  with  every  passing  year. 

With  the  conntry  villas  and  cottages  thrown  open  and 
the  hotels  well  filled,  the  snmmer  life  here  is  one  of  most 
sensible  enjoyment.  An  extensive  })ul)lic  park  has  lately 
been  laid  out  on  the  hill  to  the  northw.ird,  by  Cyrus  W. 
Field,  a  native  of  8tockl)ridge.  The  village  neatness  is  the 
wonder  of  every  stranger.  The  mtuii  street  is  from  one 
hundred  and  twenty  to  one  hundred  and  fifty  feet  wide, 
and  all  the  streets  ontside  the  wagon-way  are  kept  closely 
mown  and  clean.  Almost  every  house  in  town  has  a  hand- 
some lawn  aronnd  it  and  flowers  before  it.  One  of  the 
most  noted  scenic  beauties  of  Stockbridge  is  its  ftimons 
"Bowl,*'  in  the  extreme  northerly  i);irt  of  the  town,  ;ind  so 
close  to  the  line  which  divides  it  from  Lenox  that  it  is 
often  thought  to  belong:  to  tlie  latter  tow  u. 
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The  prospect  from  urouiul  the  rim  of  the  "  BoAvl "  is 
very  tine  indeed,  and  attracts  many  visitors.  Walks  a])Out 
town  are  in  nnmerons  directions.  A  favorite  one  is  to  Ice 
Glen,  a  cleft  across  the  spnr  of  Bear  IMonntain,  a  short  dis- 
tance from  the  village.  Here,  in  a  deej),  cool,  shady,  wihl 
ravine  of  irregular  formation,  is  a  luxurious  retreat  on  a 
hot  day,  where  .ice  is  found  all  summer  down  among  the 
fallen  rocks.  Beyond  Ice  (Jlen  a  magnificent  mountaiu 
outlook  is  had  from  Laura's  Rest.  Here  the  range  of 
vision  extends  wide  into  C'ounecticut,  Kew  York  and  Ver- 
mont, on  nearly  every  side  of  the  observer,  and  the  beauties 
that  are  spread  before  him  are  transcendent. 

Fine  sidewalks  from  the  centre  of  the  village  from  one- 
half  to  three-quarters  of  a  mile  in  every  direction,  and 
these,  well  shaded,  make  delightful  strolls.  Prospect  Hill, 
just  above  the  village,  commands  one  of  the  choicest  views 
of  beauty  in  the  world.  Laurel  Hill,  on  the  edge  of  the 
village,  is  the  object  of  another  walk.  A  walk  to  "Cherry 
Cottage"  is  often  taken  by  those  who  want  to  go  three 
miles.  But  the  stranger  in  Stockbridge  needs  no  tlii-ection 
to  find  the  beautiful.      It  is  everywhere!

VIRGINIA. 

These  sprino-g  ure  located 
in  the  Shenandoah  Mount- 
ains, at  the  western  edge  of 
Mrginia's  famous  valley,  at 
an  elevation  of  1650  feet 
above  tidewater.  Beside.^- 
continued  general  improve- 
ments, including  a  swimming  pool,  a  lew  no\el  features  for 
the  entertainment  and  amusement  of  guests  m^II  be  added, 
such  as  an  eyrie  in  the  pine  tops  on  Buck  Hill,  and  a  camp 
on  the  summit  of  Hankey  Mountain,  at  an  altitude  of  3500 
feet,  whence  may  be  obtained  a  grand  view  of  mountain, 
stream,  and  valley,  and  of  the  sunrise.     Tliis  camp  will  Ije 
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found  a  great  conveiik'iice  to  tithing  parties.  To  the  east- 
ward is  the  wondrously  beautiful  aiul  fertile  valley  of  the 
Shenandoah,  traversed  in  all  directions  by  well-built  roads 
which  wind  their  sinuous  way  in  picturesque  beauty  througli 
cultivated  farms  and  quaint  villages  so  famously  poi'tnivcd 
by  Porte  Crayon,  now  and  then  rising  to  cross  (piite  lofty 
points,  from  which  far-reaching  and  resplendent  views  de- 
light the  eager  eye. 

The  healthfuluess  of  this  enchanting  section  has  become 
proverbial,  and  nowhere,  perhaps,  would  quinine  be  so  likely 
to  sell  at  a  discount  as  at  Stribling  Springs.  The  location
